hearts, others little Jeſſe then-blafted by peoples miſtake, although 
their hearts remaine upright to.God and his cauſe. | And [ yeri.

Ration . prove: that of Ceſur, Bargia, who built infinite projets up- 
on :his intereſt in{the Pope, -and when.newes was brought him. of 
the Popes ſudden death, cried out, This I.never thought upon,noy 
my delignes. are all. loſt ! Certainly,, who ever lookes for-much 
from men, how excellent ſoever, wjll prove like men who goe to 
lotteries” with their heads. full of hopes, and returne with their 

hearts fall of blanks, ; Hol ob cn, 1 | 
Let thereforeevery one whom God- hath ficted tor any ſervice, 
doe what their hand finds to doe with all their power : this is Solomon 
counſell, Eccleſ.g. and upon this very ground, whatſoever thy hand 
 findeth to doe, doe it with all thy might,for there is neither work, 
nor device, nor knowledge, nor wiſdome in. the Graye, whithe 

thou goeſt , as if he ſhould have ſaid, thou knowelt nothow 
God will uſe thee, lay not up thy Talent: in a Napkin, ' thy Mx 
ſter may ſuddenly -call thee to an account for it. This naade our 
bleſſed Lord take fo much paines, John 12,& 13, 14, 15,16, and 
17, Chapters, delivering all that excellent matter in one-evening, 
becauſe he was to. leave then, the next day: .This' made Paxl-contr 
nue his preaching at Trae untill midnight, becau'e he was the nex 
morning W be gone from thence : this very argument was thought 
upon and applyed by our bleſſed Saviour anto himfelfe, Fobn 11, 
who when his Diſciples would have periwaded him not to hazzad 
himſelfe among tbe Fewes, who lately fought ro tone him,anſwe 
red,' Are there-not twelve hoxres in the day? muſt I not doe ihe works 
of' him who ſent me, while it as called to day? whenmnight comes io mat 
can worke : God hath fitted thee with many excelent T alents, with 
wiſedome and miderſtanding, with place of affice and axthorizy, with 
intereſt in friends, with ſtrength of body and. courage of Spirit, andby 
all theſe putiſome beames of his owne excellency upon thee, which

equall with being a faved man : Ply this worke diligencly ; Doe 
a8 it is recorded of a famous Minilter, who wrote upon his Stu-

"Word, attend to this worke : and thinke often haw- comfortable 


it would be to thee, if Go ſhould take thee off in the midſt of 
thy race, when thou hait burnt out much of thy Candle in play, 
wherein thou ſhouldett have done much of thy Malters worke, And 
ſecondly,let the thought of this keepe thee from being high-min- 
ded,thinke not t00 mach depends upon thee:it may be thuu imagine 
whatgreat neede the Church or State, the City, Pariſh, or Fa- 
mily hath of thee, or thy parts and abilities, .Suppole they have, 
are theſe things thy owne? are they not thy HM ifters T alents, for 
which thou mult be countable, and for which thou wilt be con- 
demned as a Thiefe, for with-holding that which was their dze 
and none of thine? but I tell chee, God hath no neede of thee, thox 
art oblized to bim for uling thee, he is not obliged to thee , he can doe 
his worke without thee, and raiſe up them whom thou thinkeſt 
meanely of, t2 doe greater things then thou canſt imagine : there- 
fore whatever he pleaſesto employ thee in, be faithfull in ic, follow 
his bu ine(ſe,; and doe it diligently, and with an humble: heart. 
Thirdly, doth God: often take away the choiſelt Inftrtaments of 
our good after this manner ? then let all learne to mke wſe of them, 
and improve them to the beſt advantage while we hve them : this our 
Lord teacheth upon the ſameground, Fobz 12.35. when his hea- 


rers had-propounded a needeleſle queſtion, how hecould fay Af ., 


feab ſhould. be. lifted vp, that is, crucified, whereas the Scripture 
faith,” tha: Chrift abides for ever, in ſtead of giving a {ulution to 
this doubt, he replies, Tet alittle while the lizhs 24 with you, walke 
while you bzve tbe light, leſt darkgneſſe come #pon you: a$ it he ſhould 
lay, you. frivolouſly loſe your time, in making ua better uſe of the light 
rich ſbines among you, which u given you for another end, even t0 
gnide you to die that worke which alone 15 neceſſary ;, to get ſound e- 
vidence of your being children of the light ; to enable you 10 lead Goſpel 
irves under Goſpel light ; you ſpend your time in needleſſe queſtions, ard 
negiett this which moſt concernes you, as if it were in your power to doe 
it at your leiſure ; but be not deceived ; this gak; will not laſt long, af- 
ter a little while the Goſpel will be taken from your Nation,and whoever ther 
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xe t0 feeke in this great worke will miſerably wander in the darke, and hy 
dewne in ſorrow. Let me therefore perſwade you to pie all diligence whil 
"14 light ſhines to get yorr calling and eleftion made ſure, Thus Chrii 
there prefſerth it upon bis hearers, and let us urge it upon our own; 
ſoules, niegle& no opportunity ofdrawing out from good anduſe- 
full men, what God hath put into them for our good, becauſ 
we know not how long they ſhall abide with us : Tt any of us 
have any choice or excellent book, which is our owne, we conp 
monly read it at leiſure, now and then a leafe or two ; but if 
beberrowed,: and we know nvt how ſoone the owner may'callfor 
It, we (itup night and day, till we have gathered all the loweivon 
of it;' thus did Eſſþ2 the ſervant of Eliz79, when he once kney 
that his Idaſter was ſbortly to be taken from bim, he would not part 
a moment from his preſence, but endeavoured earneſtly to get z 
much of his ſpirit as'was'poſſible : O,iFthis wiſedome wereiny! 
chat conſidering the Prophets, and'other ſervants of God, doe 
not live with us forever, we might uſe them as 7acob did the Ange, 
not let them depart til] we have got our bleſſing from them. 

 Fourthly, butabove all, becaxſe the moſt uſefull men are often takn 
away in an ill rine from us, let ut make fare of God,whoſe yeares, power 
goodnefle, faithtulntfſe, and truth, never fail, but are always 
preſent andeverlaſting helps in time of tronble :' this uſe the Tord 
teacheth his people upon the ſame ground, Pſal. 146, 2, Put mi 
your truſt in Princes,nor in any ſon of man, in whom there 35 10 help ; bu

lone was the ſtrength of bis beart,and hy portion for ever,hee concludes 
all with this, ver.28. 1t is good for mee to draw nigh to God,aud put my 
tryſt in the Lord God. And verily,ſo long as wee are itrangers to this, 
wee {hall bee as St. Femmes his double-minded man, unſtable in all our 
wayes,as the weeds, which are Uriven every way where the ebbing and 
flowing ſea doth carry then,and as the tops of Trees, which are dri- 
yen With every wind, this way and that way : butif once wee had 
learned to make the moſt High our ſtay and ſtrength, to truſt in the Lord 

ehovah, wee might poſſeſſe our fouls in perfect peace, for in the Lord

ſtand in the breach, to tmrn away Gods wrath, when it us ready to breaks 
iz to devorre people : they may runne with their Cealers,and ſtand 
betweene the dead and theliving, and make an atonement for a 
whole Congregation when wrath is. gone out from the Lord a- 
gainit them : The innocent mgn may deliver the Iſland, and it u deling 
red by the pureneſſe of their h mds : they are the very chariots and burſe 
men of the places where they live, their Prayers are exceeding poy» 
ertall, which can. open and (hut heaven it ſelfe. What is it that 
the God of mercy will deny to their prayers, who ſaith, Ak m: 
of things to come, concerning my ſonnes, and concerning the worke of m 
bands command yee mee ? In a word, they are very ſtore-bouſes and 
granaries of good to the places where they live ; fruitfull trees, at- 
tording both foyd and ſelzer, the onely excellent men of the world, 
they are wholly medicinable : ſhould notfuch a lofſeas this be feltand 
lamented ?

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judgements ſay to theſe godly ones, as the Angell ſaid to Lot, ' Wee 
are come to deſtroy this place, up, get thee outhaſte thee, eſcape hence, for 


 neecan do nothing till tho art gone, When the Husbandman thus puls 


up the fence, and gathers in-his crop, its aligne that (hortly you 
will have wild bealts in the field : T his Ferov0am and bis:whole fa- 
mily found to bee true, who had Abijah, onechilde in bis family, 
in whom ſome good thing was found coward the Lord, and as 


ſoon as hee was taken, the judgements of God broke in upon his 


houſe3znd cnt off him that piſt againſt the wall, and bim that was ſhut up

This the old world found true' in Noah 3 and :Sodome with the 
reſt of the Cities, in Lot: this the Jews found: true, when the 
Chriſtians (admoniſted fiom Heaven) left Jerzſzlem and fied to 
Pella, ſoone after their departure the enemies made 2 trench about 
them, and laid their City even with the ground, and their children with 
thens, not leaving one ſtone upon another + Thus fared it with che City 
of Hippo in Africa, where Saint Augnſtize was Bilhop, which, as 
ſoone as ever he was dead, was taken and ſackt by the Goths and 
'Uandelis : Luther was no{ooner tranſlated to a better life, but che 
{Smalchaldick warre begun in Germ2ny, wherein all the Proteltants 


were almoſt wholly waſted : No ſooner was old Pareur taken a= 


way from Heidelberg, but Spinola entered the Towne. Theſe and 
many other inſtances of Gods wrath breaking in upon the depar- 
ture of godly men, abundantly manifeſt, that we have caule to 
weepe and Jatient (not for. them who thus dye, bat) for our 
{elves and our children, becauſe of the miſeries which we may then 
jultly feare are comming upon us. 

Take a briefe Application of this Leflon, and I have done my 
Sermon. Firſt, would God have his people thus 'to marrne, when 
uſefull men decay and faile ? how fadly then doth this reprove or 
generall' ſlupidity? the Lord hath made many great and lamenta-

3femoria!! to be buried in obſcurity, or remain 
m infimy : And1 beleevethers is nota man'in this great Aﬀem- 
bly, who wotild not efteeme himſelfe extreamely miſerable, to br,
